‘Hubert Hinshaw, ’36, discussed 
the situation in Ethiopia and Italy 
at the present time at the Inter- 
national Relations club meeting, 
Wednesday, November 13, The 
group met at the home of Betty 
Majors, ‘37. 

“Italian-Ethiopian relations have 


not been of recent birth, but or-|% 


iginated some fifty years ago,” 
stated Hinshaw. “Italy became in- 


terested in this African nation: at! ¢ 


the time when all the-major pow- 
ers were acquiring African posses- 
sions.” - 

Hinshaw showed that Italy was 

better off since their Ethiopian cam- 
paign, as commodity prices, pro- 
ductivity and wages were rising. 
Unemployment decreased 37 per 
cent, and the militia has absorbed 
all the unemployed men in the 
last few months, ; . 
It is assumed, he continued, that 
Italy. would govern and exploit the 
resources of Ethiopia: better than 
Ethiopia itself, although Haile 
Seldsse has done much to intro- 
duce modern science into hip 
country. 

He condemned Bthiopia for vio- 


ating all its treaties since the 


first one made in 1906, called the 
Tri-partite agreement and Includ- 
ing the last one in 1928, the 
Italian-Bthiopian friendship treaty. 

In conclusion he.asked one ques- 
tion: - Should the world return 
to a state of monarchy such as 
it had before 1924, or try to make 
the League of Nations a success?
